BIG JEWELRY OAPTURE.

Burglar to Disgorge.

Depuly Bherift Conuer, of MeMinn-
ville, came Lo Balem Wednesday after-
poon bringing with bim the clever
young burginr Harry Hill who waa ar-
rested in this city a few weeks alnoe, by
the Balem police. He had disposed of
a gold walch at a house of ill-repute in
this ¢ity where Chief of Police Minto
found it and soon had his man,

The youog man was 28 years old and
answered to the pame of John Dee
when srraigned here, but beyond that
gave oo clue to his ldentity, beyond re-
venling to the triined eyes of the of
ficers here the fact that he waa a dar-
ing and experienced orook, Deputy
Conver took him in charge, and as he
was geen at  McMinnville on the night
of Thanksgiving at 11:30, when the
rotbery took plave, and then disap-
peared it was prelty certaio that be
was the man.

The problem before Conner was the
recovery of 600 worth of jewelry, gold
pens, aod wustohes which the robber
had secured from E. A.Smith, the
jeweler in Obarles Grisen's book and
music store. The thief was close sa s
steel trap, but Conner finally persuaded
him that he was known and that the
juwelry snd watchea would do him not
the least good, and would ounly be
rulped by belog left out hid in the
woods where he supposed they were,
Hill relented, and upon promise of
Smith to employ an attorney to de-
fend him, consented to reveal the plun-
der snd eame on to Salem for that pur-
puse.

THE VALUABLES FOUND,

Conper had Hill bandeufted and
would give him no rope, as he hud a
struggle with him jn taking bim to Mc
Mionyille. He had with him livery-
man Heory, the same driver from
whose rig the murderer and silcide
Wilson escaped, They drove up the
bank of the river u mile toward KEola,
sud ina pile of driftwood heaped up
by the flood the arlicles were founa
safely atored away. There were twen-
ty-eight gold, silver aud filled case
waltches, and other articles,

Coonner was not satisfled. He knew
there was more. They then came to
thig end of the big bridge aod found
severnl more of the lost watchea, one
worth $150 when new, in & pile of cord-
wood.

In the package first upearthed was a
pair of eardrops and a brooch thut Hill
begged to be allowed to keep.

He was evi-
dently very deeply affected by the
vorthless baubles and glad to be rid of
them. There are silll several watches
missing, an open-faced gold watch, and
u silverine wateh of no great value,thut
it is thought he dispused of at Bulem.

Figures About the Oregon Pacific.

Albuny Demoerat: The report of Mr.,
Hogue, heretofore referred Lo, on exan-
ination shows an Interesting lot of in
formation, It shows thut Mr. Hadle)
and Mr. Gest had been paid only $2,000
enoh for pervices, thal this amount wus
for the time from Muarch 6th to May
15th, and was at the rate of $10,000 per
year and that no bills bad yet been filed
tor their seryices from that time for-
ward and vo bills for Mr., Fay's ser-
vices, That if they were allowed sl
the same ratess the bille on file there
would be due these geotlemen about
$17,000, Mr, Hogue showed that there
had been a loss ip the receiver's busi-
ness of over 80,000 but that the earn-
ings acconnt bad been 8o manipolated
a4 to ehow & Joss of only about $21,000,
He gave the ilems of these peculiar en-
tries, among them being over §3,300 for
anlvage of the schooner Alice Blanch-
ard and about #4000 for material sold
and about $3000 luss on wood bought
wnd shipped to Ban Fraoeisco, He
ashowed that the operaling expenses nc-
count had been decrea sed lmproperly
by fallure Lo charge up ties aud wood
when used., The bille for personal ex
penses of the receiver and his attorneys
amouented for nine months to over
$7000. Mr., Mulesbey's bilis in partic
ular excited = great deal of comment,
I'hey were over $150 per month aund
presented many pecullar ilems, buot
they were exeeeded o amouut by Mr,
Gest which mmounted to oyer $250 per
month. A bill for expert services wus
on file, in favor of Mr. E. C. M. Rand
for $10,000 for exumioiog Col. Hogg's
books and the sume man bad filed a
bill for expeuses of over §1100 on the
same matter, Theussels and labllities
were shown. Mr, Hogue made u state-
ment that the total amount still due on
payrolle nua bills for material is absut
$165,000 to Nuvember 30th, the date to
which the books bad been written up.
He suid the office men bad given bim
asccess Lo all bovks and scoounis were
well and neatly keptl except the wood
aceount which wasso badly mixed tha
nothing defiuate could be said sbout it.
He showed that Mr, Hadley bhad taken
in about $225,000 snd bad puid it all
out but about §14,000 oo Nuvember 80.
(he payments on account of payre ls
he gave as oyer $148,000, of this $40,000
was oo secount of the payrois of the
former receiver and over $108.000 on ae
vount of Mr. Hadley's statement pub-
lisbed in the Oregonian, In that stute-
went Mr, Hadley piaces Lis puyments
on account of bhis payrolis at above §69,
000. As Mr. Hadley adwitted in the
weeting that Mr, Hogue's figures were
eorrect, either he wust have made his
figures wsmaller for & purpose or the
clerk who gave them w bim made o
mistake,
